auch contessioo ba coupled, as it is in this case, 
with the axpression of a convietiou that the de- 
feat of the IJncolnltea is “indisiicnsable to the 
peace and pormunenco of the country.” W, 
•annot ounceiTB how a “sort of kindness” can 
be entertained for those whose existence is in- 
imical to the safety of the country, and whose 
success would be destructive of our iiistitu- 
tlona. Towards allsueh, it seems to us, but one 
feeling— that of ueteriulBed, persistent, unre- 
mitting hostility — can be, or should be held.— 
To the above extract the Journal adds :

And Benator 
Beward, the leader, the head, the aoni, the life, 
the founder of the l*arty, standing nji in the 
presence of the f^aoplc of Boston, and speaking 
for Mr. Liueotn. proclaims that Mr. L. eonfesi-es 
his obligation to that “higher law” which over- 
rides the obligation of all human law* where 
slavery is euncemed, and that he avows himself, 
for weal or wo, for life or death, a soldier in 
that irrepressible c<.mfliet het wce*n freedom and 
slavery whieh can cease only when there U no 
slavery on earth. 

This is, indeed, “a fearful i«,rtroiture of the 
prineiplee. the feelings, the designs, the dett r- 
miuations”of the Black RepuhUe:in party. And 
however it may be with other*, we can nev< r, 
nevcrfe«l“ason of kiudiiess” for the soldiers 
“in that irrepressible conflict between frecdoiii 
and slavery which can cease only w hen there is 
no slavery on earth.” VVe can never “endure” 
those who war upon oar rights, our insliiutions, 
our property; but the organ of tbe Opppositioii, 
knowing full well their fell purposes, aud puint- 
Ing them with a vividnesa and a faithfuluess 
worthv of its genins, seems almost ready to cap 
tbe climax with a hearty “embrace. ”
